'-rldus.1 instead of mass.treatment has 
not been nearly as rapid as the prog- 
ress in institutional and Industrial de- 
velopment. In fact, the creat plant 
and huge industry tend to dwarf the 
Individual and unavoidably make him 
see that he is merely a cog In a ma- 
, chine and an unimportant unit in a 
great Institution. 


"This Inescapable problem Is com- 


mon to every great Institution, but it 
ii intensified here by the retention of 
the silence system, by a monotony of 
routint and by a regimentation of life, 
both in the cells and out, which has 
been abandoned' in many prisons of 
the*country. The silence system, for 
Instance, his been glren up for sev- 
eral decades ID many states.
